WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the 
strongest reaction in Congress yet to 
the Watergate scandal, Rep. Henry 
S Reuss said Friday that President 
Nixon and Vice President Spiro T 
Agnew should consider resigning to 
permit House Speaker Carl Albert, 
who would become President, to set 
up a coalition government 
The Senate Watergate committee, 
meanwhile, told U S District Court 
that it has evidence that unnamed 
White House aides "illegally and 
improperly removed and destroyed 
records and documents” in the 
Watergate investigation. 
The committee also asked Chief 
Judge John J. Sirica to turn over the 
keys to the safety deposit box in 
which ousted White House Counsel

Delegates get to see 
only three graves 


SAIGON (UPI) — Delegates from the Joint Military 
Team (JMT) flew to Hanoi Fridav to check graves of 
American servicemen who died in North Vietnam during 
the war. but officials allowed them to see only three graves 
and declined to discuss recovery of any bodies. 
The 20-man delegation, including five Americans, was 
scheduled to inspect the graves of 23 American serv icemen 
who died either in plane crashes or prison camps there. 
A U,S. Embassy spokesman in Saigon said the North 
Vietnamese explained 
that only three graves were 
available for inspection because the bodies ot the 20 others 
had been transferred from the Van Dien municipal 
cemetery to another burial site 35 miles outside the city 
When Col. B.H. Russell, chief of the U.S. delegation to the 
JMT, asked to visit the site of the relocated graves, he was 
told it would be impossible because of the travel time 
needed 
The three graves which the North Vietnamese said still 
contained American bodies were marked with stone mark­ 
ers 12 inches wide and 18 inches high, a spokesman said 
The embassy spokesman declined to disclose the names 
or the dates of death of the three graves checked Friday. 
He said it was not immediately determined whether the 
three men had died in captivity or were killed when their 
planes crashed 
The spokesman said the North Vietnamese had supplied a 
list of the names of the three men said to be still buried in 
the Van Dien cemetery and the other 20 whose bodies had 
been moved As far as was known, the spokesman said, all 
the names were of men previously listed as dead rather 
than missing. 
“ There were no surprises," he said 
During a conference at the airport following the trip to 
the cemetery, Russell made a number of proposals to speed 
recovery of bodies. However, the North Vietnamese said 
they were not ready to discuss recovery procedures Friday. 
They said there would be further discussions at the next 
meeting of the JMT in Saigon Tuesday, the embassy 
spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 10-man team plotted and 
carried out a bugging and snooping raid on Democratic 
headquarters last Memorial Day weekend —three weeks 
before the bungled burglary that triggered the Watergate 
scandal, according to sworn testimony. 
Nobody got caught, and the success of the mission 
prompted the spy team to go back June 17 —reportedly on 
orders of former Attorney General John N. Mitchell —to 
pilfer more secrets from Democratic files, according to a 
deposition by Watergate conspirator James W. McCord. 
McCord —who participated in both raids —this week 
provided the first public account of the initial break-in at 
the Democratic 
National Committee last year, an 
operation that has been called the “ real" Watergate. 
McCord's account was contained in a sworn pretrial 
deposition given in connection with a $6.4 million civil 
damage suit the Democrats are pressing against President 
Nixon s reelection campaign, McCord and other principals 
in the Watergate case. It was made public late Thursday. 
McCord, then security chief for the Nixon campaign, was 
one of the five men arrested during the second Watergate 
raid.

CAIRO - (NEA) - Like 
most 
Egyptians, N a t h a n 
Abraham Moses rises early 
each morning to get to the 
day’s 
work. 
Unlike 
most 
Egyptians, his work includes 
caring for and worshiping in 
an historic, dusty synagogue. 
Moses, 
like his 
f a m o u s 
namesake of antiquity, is a 
Jew—one of the last of his 
people left in fiercely Arab 
Egypt. 
On 
the 
surface 
of 
it, 
Moses' situation might be 
construed as a predicament. 
Jews are not exactly hon­ 
ored residents of most Arab 
territories. Libya has long 
mishandled those of its Jew­ 
ish population which did not 
flee following three Arab- 
Israeli wars. Syria, more re­ 
cently, has refused to com­ 
ment on the whereabouts or 
welfare of 10 Jews who have 
dropped out of sight. Even 
Jewish visitors to some Mid­ 
dle East states have suf­ 
fered street-side bumpings 
and humiliations. 
But in Egypt, for the most 
part anyway, things are dif­ 
ferent. Government spokes­ 
men say there are about 
2,000 Jews remaining here,

mostly in Cairo and Alexan­ 
dria, and “they are treated 
like 
anyone 
el.se” 
Rabbi 
Moses agrees. He lives with 
some 40 Jewish families in 
the old section of Cairo, sur­ 
rounded by 130,(KM) Moslems 
and 
10,000 
Copts 
(Chris­ 
tians), but admits to no prob­ 
lems: “We all live together 
here in peace; we all love 
each other like brothers” 
Actually, R a b b i Moses’ 
opinions are perhaps sus­ 
pect 
Even the Egyptians 
call him a “tourist Jew” 
—that is, a window decora­ 
tion 
of 
Egyptian 
benevo­ 
lence. As the curator of Ben 
Ezra Synagogue, he is on 
government salary. The syn­ 
agogue, as an historic shrine, 
is maintained by the state. 
Many of the Jews who live 
near the shrine, moreover, 
are impoverished and exist­ 
ing on government dole. 


Yet Moses insists he is 
under no intimidation when 
he comments on his congre­ 
gation. “There has been no 
harassment. We are Jews, 
yes, but Egyptians, too. We 
live in peace. Because this 
is our country, and in this 
country we have learned to 
respect 
each 
other’s reli­ 
gions.’’

(the movement for the Jew­ 
ish state). We don’t want to 
wipe Jews off the earth, we 
just don't want them to take 
over Palestine. I can’t speak 
for what happens in Libya or 
other 
A r ab 
nations, 
but 
Egypt is civilized. What good 
would it do to run around 
Cairo beating up Jews? After 
all, they are part of our his­ 
tory, too” 
Indeed, Jews are an im­ 
portant part of Egypt’s his­ 
tory. The religion has existed 
here for 30 centuries. Al­ 
though some Arabs may still 
be fundamentally irked at 
the bad press the original 
Moses gave Egypt, the situa­ 
tion here before the parti­ 
tioning of Palestine (and for 
a few years after) was in­ 
fluenced heavily by Jewish 
citizens. Jews and Egyptians 
fought together as part of 
the British forces in World 
War II. During the 1940s and 
early ’50s, the large Jewish 
population in Cairo was con­ 
sidered part of the aristo­ 
cracy. “One of my best col­ 
lege friends was a Jewess.” 
says Egyptian newswoman 
Sarnia Megalli, “other Jews 
owned b a nk s , department 
stores — they 
were 
doing 
very well.” 


The Arab-Israel 
war of 
1948 forced many Jews into 
exile and by the second con­ 
flict, in 1957, the remaining 
residents were down to a 
hard core. Those still in 
Egypt today are mostly old, 
mostly m o d e r a t e , hardly 
ever political. One Jew, a 
woman owner of a stationery 
shop in Cairo, will not talk 
about the Jewish question 
at all. Others who do ask for 
strict anonymity — “just a 
protection,” they say.

The philosophy of 
UCNS is “ learn by doing” using all five senses — seeing, 
hearing, sm elling, tasting and touching.

I.OS ANGELKS, Calif. — 
(NEA)—The ai»ent, a term 
that A1 Ross hates, is the 
ineluctable figure of modern 
sports affluence. 
The first time I saw Al 
Ross was in a dressing room 
of the Seattle Super Sonics, 
where he was shepherding a 
seven-foot giant named Jim 
McDaniels, who had just re­ 
cently 
escaped 
from 
the 
American Basketball Asso­ 
ciation and now, thanks to 
Ross, was the beneficiary 
of a new, iron-clad $1.5 mil­ 
lion contract. 
Al deals in such stagger­ 
ing figures. He did even bet­ 
ter than that for Spencer 
Haywood, 
also 
an 
ABA 
jumper to the Sonics at $1.6 
million. He recently nego­ 
tiated a long-term contract 
which makes Carl Eller the 
highest paid defensive line­ 
man in the history of the 
National Football League — 
or so Ross claims. 
Al says he prefers that 
you call him a money man­ 
ager as he leans back in his 
18th floor suite at Century 
City, looking west through 
the 
smog to the Pacific 
Ocean, 
his 
shiny 
patent 
leather Guccis crossed under 
the table — modern execu­ 
tives shun desks. The omni­ 
present yellow legal pad is 
at his elbow. His two-tone 
shirt is open at the collar. 
His eyes are tired because 
juggling the lives and fi­ 
nances of some 25 different 
sports figures can be fatigu- 


irig, even for an inveterate 
hustler like Al. He’s in his 
early 30’s but his modishly 
long hair tucked over his 
ears is more salt than pep­ 
per 
Why, every now and then 
he even has to go out and 
play one-on-one basketball 
with some of his clients. He 
wants you to know that he 
beat F'lvin Hayes, the Big 
E, 8 to 5 in one of these 
matches. “ Ask Elvin to tell 
you the truth, ” he says. 
He’s a jock follower be­ 
cause he has been one, a 
jock, he’ll point out to you 
quickly. He went to Seward 
High School in New York 
and made all-city and a bas­ 
ketball scholarship to Mich­ 
igan State. Then he got as 
far as a tryout camp with 
the Los Angeles Lakers in 
1961. Those slumped shoul­ 
ders are deceiving. He’s 6-3 
standing up straight and 
still plays in a gym two, 
three nights a week. 
So he knows the jock 
mentality.
